II is astonishing with wlmt avidity 
the'Ppposition press of the Dominion- 
Hot excepting tlio Pacific Piovinco — 
seized upon the grateful article in tho 
lioudon "Standard," wherein the Mac- 
kenzie Administration woro charged 
- wiiii Ka-ving abandoned tho grand Paci- 
fic Railway Bcbome of their predeces- 
sors for one but tQ.o well calculated, if 
not actually designed, to place British 
North America under the "Stars and 
Stripes." But surely the announce- 
ment of the paternit} of tho article 
must have made those 'vrho so greedily 
devoured and swore by it feel mean. 
Certain it is that they were made to 
look ridiculous before the country. 
The author of the article was none other 
than the Hon. William Macdougall, 
alias "Wandering Willie," alias. 
' 'Sweet William;" and it would appear 
to have been written out of paltry re- 
venge for having been dismissed from 
the position of Emigration Agent to 
Northern Europe, to which ho had 
been appointed by the Macdonald Ad- 
ministration of which it will bo romom- 
bored, he was a member up to tho 
time of his memorable escapade on 
the border, when unsuccessfully con- 
testing the Governorship of Manitoba 
■with Louis Eiel. William Macdou- 
gall is not destitute of ability; and he 
wasnot altogether without claims up- 
on his country. But we think it will 
be conceded on all hands that to em- 
ploy his abilities as a publicist for the 
purpose of misrepresenting and even 
slandering his country in the Home 
Press, and that in retaliation for the 
loss of a paltry appointment, was the 
most effectual way to cancel any claims 
he might be supposed to possess. Such, 
however, is the kind of opposition 
against whichMr.Mackenzie will.it is to 
be feared, have to contend for some 
time to come. But Truth is mighty, 
and is quite sure sooner or later to 
prevail. If Mr. Mackenzie proves 
himself tho honest, upright man 
those best qualified to judge repre- 
sent him to be, he will stand 
all the more firmly after tho mists of on- 
viouH and vindictive niisreprosontation 
shall have cleared away and revealed the 
naked reality. Notwithstanding its re- 
moteness from the political centre, tlio 
Pacific Province is not without its sliaro 
in this game of obscariog misrepresenta- 
tion. If we have not dismiased Macdou- 
galls,wo have at least disappointed mom- 
bora of tho great Smith family, and wo 
have a local Administration seoking to 
perpetuate their tenuro of oflico by moans 
not materiolly different from those «m. 
■pJoycd by Macdoiig»Il to i'ev°i,ge biniseli 
for t.tie losb of it. Thc-;e " iii employ Tfhat 
little talents magnanimous Nature has en ■ 
dowed them with and all the patronage at 
their command to make the people of Bri- 
tish Columbia think c! Mr. Mackenzie 
only as a lew, scheming and unscrupu. 
loQB enemy, notwithstanding that five 
short months ago they spoke of him in 
terms of fulsome adulation. How far tho 
public mind may be misled through such 
instrumentality remains to bo seen; but 
there are not wanting indications that it 
will not be very far. The people of Bri- 
tish Columbia are, as a rule, intelligont, 
thinking, self-roliaut; and they roadily de- 
tect tho game and the motive. Evon vrith 
thoao who make no prttensions to a know- 
ledge of Mr. Mackenzie, there i» a dispo 
nitiou to accord to him a fair trial — Eng- 
lish fair play, preferring to jadge him by 
his acts, rather than by tho representa- 
tions of his enemies. Indeed, suoh is tho 
position of the Province. Knowing little 
and perhaps earing less about tho party 
politics of tho Dominion, the jjoople are 
waiting anxiously to JiBcovorwhuthertho 
nevir Premisr is disposed to aot fairly to- 
wards them. If they become satislied 
that he i8,.than the Faciflo Province he 
will have no more hearty supporter in 
the Dominion. On the other hnnd,Bhould 
ho prove himself to be what his onemioB 
have painted him, this Province will bu 
a unit against fhim.. An intimate ac- 
quaintance with his whole political car- 
eer, and a careful observation of his po- 
licy since coming into ofiSoe load us to ex- 
press the utmost confidence respecting 
the vcrdicct that shBll ultimately bo ren- 
dered. It is true that when, in February, 
ho approached Columbia with "a sincere 
desire" to act not only "justly but gener- 
ously," he was rudeJr repelled; but he 
now fully uudarBtandsthat it was not Col- 
umbia, but come-by accident Ministers 
who did that to save their own portfolios.

false position both with regard to Her 
Majesty's Government and the Provinces. 
Mr. Widkom did not conceal his disincli- 
nation to proceed farther, and he turned 
away from Ottawa with a heavy heart. 
Mr. Edgar's ofHoial report, when made in 
public, will place tho Walkem Ministry 
in i\ fidrry light. In it are detailed tho 
n(>ti;otiation8 which preceded _ tho 
final submission of tho written 
proposals. These details, the correotness

EniTOB Colonist. — Yotir panigraidi in 
to-day's issue touching cortain alterations 
in tho Poat-ollice, opens uj) tho question 
of the general unfitness of the present ar- 
rangements for construction of our Pub- 
lic buildings, and tlie necessity of a 
sweeping change being introduced A 
more pitiful chaptor of blunders than is 
thns far exhibited in this matter (for 
which see tho Post-onicfl nnd tho Mnrino 
Hospital) it would bedifUoult to imagine. 
Those blundora not only furnish contin- 
ual comment, albeit amusement, in those 
qualified to judge in such matters, but 
oven arrest attention from outside obser- 
versjand according to yoiir stattment, 
now before u.s, more changes, more delay, 
nnd more oiijCdso u'-c to be incurred. 
Heeiiig tUnr suoh sweaping alfer^tioiis are 
to be etleoltjd iu the rudt-ofIi'.;e. ivoujd it 
not be better to t«ike tha whole building 
down from top to bottom and beginanew; 
but if this is not to be done, let ua hope 
that when tho spiral stnircase is to be 
constructed it will not require the aid of 
such props as that suppoi'ling the grand 
staircase leading to die ofllces on tho se- 
cond floor. As a number of alterations are 
to be made I would suggest the propriety 
of putting on a new roof, inasmuch as tho 
present one will bo found to liave no ad 
eqiisto fall. Tho building would also be 
improved if io piaco of the present coping 
a bold cornice was iutroiluced. 

I am glad to Hud tho present doors are 
to bo widened and tho windows enlarged, 
for at present they look if representa- 
tive of the contracted views of the Do- 
minion as represented by their Railway 
policy. When this Post-oflico hairoceiv- 
od tho finishing touch, I trust tho Marine 
Hospital will engage attention, when I 
shall bo on hand to point attantion to a 
few of the proMont absurdities, whitdi, 
doulitless, will bo duly appreciated by 
the srohitaot of the building iu question.

Henley Regatta opened June 24,

Execu- 
tion was stayed, and leave given to 
raise the question of law before the full 
Court.

ThiUiing Adventure of a Balloonist. 

Saipended on m, Charoh Spire. 

The Brockville R$corder gives the fol- 
lowing detailed aooount of the perilous 
position in which Prof. Sqnires, the 

aeronaut, was placed on Dominion Day. 
At live o'clock p. m., Prof Squires, of 
Now York, the daring aeronaut, attempted 
to aaoend with hia balloon, the Atlan- 
tic. 

Tho atarting point was Court House 
S(iunre. The Professor regarded tho situa- 
tion as particularly dangerous in high 
wind, aa tho Square is flanked on each 
side by lofty buildings, including tho 
Court llonso, Bank of Montreal and AV, 
M. Church, During tho afternoon the 
balloon, which was inlluted with hydro- 
gen gas, was tho coutre of attraction, and 
at the time of starting fully tun thousaud 
people hod assembled to witness the voy- 
ago in mid air. The Atlantic is construct- 
ed of a jjeculiar quality of muslin, very 
thin and soft iu to.xturo, but when oiled, 
capable of holding the gas, * * ♦ * 
All being in readiness orders wore given 
to cast oiF, Thoro was a hush, and the 
multitude grew silent aa the unwieldy 
Atlantic, being freed, SAvayed backwards 
ond forwards, nud slowly rose from its 
resting place to make another voyage in 
tho otherial blue, 

A steady gale had been blowiugall day, 
but ita strength was not apparent until 
tho balloon struck tho curraut of air above 
the house-topa; this reached, it swayed 
with the b.reeze, and swept on at a rate of 
least flfteen miles an hour. Its courae 
was directly for tho steeple of tho W. 
M. Church. With a tremendous rush 
tho Athiutio struck the apex of the spire, 
and iu another instant parted in twain. At 
tho sume moment tho basket containing 
the daring aeronaut crashed against tho 
spire soma tweuty feet below. A mo- 
ment of brofttiiloss suspense. Sqnires 
was not seen to move a miisclo. A whis- 
per ran round — the collision has killed 
iiiml 'J'hen a slight movement, and tho 
basket began to slip. It was evident that 
tho netting was giving way. Women 
grow white with terror; brave men trem- 
bled. There, at a height of eighty feet 
above the earth, was a fellow being hang- 
ing by a few slender threads, above and 
around him, the glittering stooplo sheet- 
ed with tin, below tho cold stone battlo- 
inonts of tho tower, on which to fall was 
instant deatli, A pause, and the basket 
had evidently boon arrested in its down- 
ward course. Squires was seen to grasp 
the netting; hope rose, he might be 
saved. 

Ttie moment ho struck tho spire there 
was a rush for ladders and ropes. With- 
out number wero the plana suggested to 
save him from death. But at this mo- 
ment brave men were clambering up the 
insido of the grim ohuroh tower, deter- 
mined to save n human life, A small 
window directly below the oavos of tho 
towor opens directly beneath where tho 
basket was suspended, but unfortunately 
it was vory contracted, nnd it did not 
Bcoiu po.'^sible for a man by any means to 
Bqneczo through the aperture. But in a 
few seconds a man thrust his head through 
the window, and a board was pushed out 
of tho lower portion of the o])L'ning, tho 
ond on the inside being heldhy iiieu with- 
in. Then began a struggle; it was ap- 
parent that a man was endeavouring to 
craw l through the narrow hole out upon 
tho board. The clothes wero torn from 
his person in the attempt, bat inch by 
inch bo gained, and at last was settled on 
the board directly b(dow the basket. The 
situation waa one of great danger. Should 
the netting give waj'.the basket iu ita des- 
cunt would catch the daring man and 
hull him, together with Squires, into 
eternity. At hia appearance mere was a 
cheer that made the welkin ring again, 
The heroic man who thus risked his life 
to fiuvo a fcllow-boing in distress was 
.\rtbur Osuiont. It v,-as seen when Os- 
meut stood up that ho could only reach 
to the bottom of the basket, and that ha 
could not assist Squires from his peril- 
oua position, 

Tho main body of the net worl: had 
caught on the northern side ofthe spire, 
onlv two or three small cords liavingjiass- 
ed around the other side, nnd these when 
the basket slipped became slack. The 
least motion on tho part of Squires would 
have precipitated him upon the atone 
ste))s below. 

OsuK'iit spoke to Squires, who request- 
ed him to place hia shoulder under the 
liaski't; this being done, SquircH caught 
hold of a sliylit oval projection ou the 
spire which ofl'ereil a slight hold, and 
thus helped to su|)port the basket. 

At this instant Jlr. Andrew Stevenson 
appeared at an opening in theapiro above 
Sijuircfl. Tho oiiening foiisists of a 
siuall trap door and was not discovered 
for Bonio lime. Another cheer went np, 
an Stevenson came out upon tho spire, 
reached down a hand and firmly graspeil 
the aeronaut and slowly drew him up to a 
pi aco of safety. The suspense was over 
and Squires was savod.
